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Extortion Attempt 
On Manager's Wife

The wife of the manager of a local 
market was accosted in her home 
Wednesday morning last week by a 
man who then attempted unsuccess- 
fully to extort money from her 
husband. 

Shirley Arlene Gray, 38, of 525 
Lee Place, Placentia, escaped from 
the kidnapping with only a bruised 
cheek. 


Mrs. Gray told police afterward 
that she had been approached about 
9:45 a.m. by a young man while 
doing laundry in her open garage. 
She described the assailant as 
caucasian, 25 to 30 years old, 6 feet 
tall, 180 pounds, with red-brown 
hair and freckles. He reportedly 
wore a dark blue windbreaker and 
had nylon stockings pulled over his 
face and hands. He seemed to have 
an object that could have been a 
revolver in a coat pocket, Mrs. Gray 
said. 


Her attacker forced her into the 
kitchen of her home. she continued, 
and used a telephone there to call 
her husband, Alan G. Gray, 38, who 
is manager of Ralphs Market in 
Crossroads shopping center on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard. 

Gray reported that after the man 
had ascertained his identity, he said 
“‘we've got your wife’’ and asked 
whether Gray ‘wanted her to live.” 


He torced Mrs. Gray to speak to her 
husband to prove his claim, then 
ordered Gray to remove all money 
from the store safe and take it to a 
location in Fullerton. 

According to Mrs. Gray, the man 
then forced her into the master 
bedroom, pushed her onto a bed, 
and demanded nylon stockings with 
which to bind her. When she 
refused, he struck her with his fist on 
her left cheek, she said. He then 
obtained stockings which he used to 
tie her hands behind her. 

Saying. “‘Don't move for “15 
minutes,"’ the kidnapper left tearing 
the phone from the wall as he did. 
Mrs. Grant immediately freed 
herself and ran to a neighbor's to call 
her husband. 

In the meantime, Gray having 
notified police had taken approx- 
imately $1300 in cash from the store 
safe and left for the designated drop 
site.

A noise ordinance, designed to 
lessen the impact of offensive noise 
on Placentia citizens, was passed 3 
to 2 by city council last week after 
several sessions of lively discussion. 

Voting to table the document were 
Mayor Pro Tem Michael Callahan 
and Councilman George De Jesus. 
The other three council members 
carried the vote. 

The ordinance, a first for the city, 
will combine with the County of 
Orange for its enforcement and 
profides limits for outside and 
inside noise under a variety of 
conditions. 

Several members of the audience 
at the past two council meetings, 
also added their input to the 
measure which has been tossed 
about in discussion for the past 18 
months.

The lengthy and somewhat 
technical ordinance provides noise 
levels in residential property of 55 
decibels from 7 a.m, to 10 p.m. and 
50 decibels from 10 p.m. to 7 a.m. 

Commercial property limits are 
set at 65 decibels anytime and 
industrial property at 70 decibels 
anytime. 

Disregarding the ordinance will 
be deemed a misdemeanor. 

Furthet delineation in the 
ordinance includes that it shall be 
unlawful to create in excess of the 
standards for more than 30 minutes 
in any hour or the noise standard 
plus S decibels for a cumulative 
period of more than 15 minutes in 
any hour or the noise standard plus 
10 decibels for a cumulative period 
of more than five minutes in any 
hour or the noise standard plus 15 
decibels for a accumulative period of 
more than one minute in any hour or 
the noise standard plus 20 decibels 
for any period of time. 

Interior noise standards, unless 
otherwise indicated, the ordinance 
reads, shall apply to all residential 
property within a designated noise 
zone. Interior noise standards are 
set at SS decibels from 7 a.m. to 10 
p.m. and 45 decibels from 10 p.m. to 
7 a.m. 

“In the event the alleged 
offensive noise consists entirely of 
impact noise, simple tone noise, 
speech, music or any combination 
thereof, each of the above noise 
levels shall be reduced by 5 
decibels,’’ the document states. 

Quandry by members of the 
audience for the past two city council 
sessions revolved principally around 
public address system noise from 
schools, scheduling difficulties for 
high school band practice, whether 
SS decibels is a reasonable noise 
level or unrealistic and youth and 
athletic activities. 

Councilman De Jesus expressed 
his concern: ‘*As I have indicated in 
the past, | consider this a most 
impractical measure. In the case of 
new construction, where projects 
are being built, | consider it most 
emphatically too restrictive.’’ 

Mayor Lyons in his summation 
remarks stated that construction 
repairing and remodeling is 
specifically excluded from the 
ordinance except between the hours 
of 6 p.m. and 7 a.m.

‘I know I can't mow my lawn in 15 
minutes,”’ he stated. ‘‘And in front 
of my house this evening it was 
about 65 decibels when I arrived 
home. I'm really concerned about 
the levels we're talking about 


because I'm involved in measuring 

sound levels in my occupation."’ 
Mayor Lyons said that he believed 

the ordinance is workable because 


“it has been proved to be workable 
in many cities in Orange County...1 
think it is a good ordinance."’ 

Previous disagreement had been 
expressed with the ordinance by 
former Mayor Robert Finnell who 
complained about the use of the 
public address system at Tuffree 
Junior High School. 

“IT don’t think an individual 
should have to wake up to what I am 
sure is a stabilizing influence on a 
junior high school, but which is rock 
music for me,”’ he stated.
